Sheriff Herpel Won’t Interfere 
With Them Until Courts

Sheriff Herpel of St. Louis County an- 
nounced to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
Clayton Saturday that he would make 
no raids Sunday on any of the five 
clubs against which cases are pending 
in Justice Campbell's court. Until their

Magazines and newspapers for the last 
year have contained articles and illus- 


| trations showing that many forts of our 


seacoast defenses are ill manned; that 


|'some of the most powerful guns, of the 
disappearing style, have not been fully 


manned for years, and that in some of 
the posts only one man, a watchman, is 
left in charge of defenses worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

Small Fleet for Atlantic. 

It is said the Government intends 
leaving only a small fleet on the At- 
leantic Coast, it being improbable a hos- 
tile fleet could do much damage to the 
seacoest towns because of the excellent 
chain of fortifications. 
ticn of our fleet will, it is said, patrol 
the waters of the Pacific in future. 

To make up the deficiency in regular 
army artillerists to handle the guns 
in the coast forts the Government will 
utilize the State militia. The order re- 
ceived at Fort Leavenworth directs that 
many officers, mostly instructors and 
students of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, Signal School and Staff Col- 
lege, go to seacoast forts to instruct 
the State militia in supporting these 
guns. 

In a few days the majority of these 
officers will have gone to the differ- 
ent stations throughout this coun- 
try to assist in the instruction to be 
given the infantry assigned to duty as 
artillery supports in connection with the 
joint army and militia coast defense 
work. Several of the officers have al- 
ready gone to Fort Winfield S. Scott, 
Fort Rosecrans, Cal., Fort Stevens, Ore., 
Fort Moultrie, & C., Fort Adams, R. 
I., and Fort Hancock, N. J., as ma- 
neuvers are to take place at these posts 
in July and August, and it is intended 
that the militia shall be capable of aid- 
ing in coast defense work and that the 
regular army, if need be, may be used 
in other ways.

“I Thought My Life Was iu 
Danger,” He Said, “and | 
Fired at Him.” 


George Williams enacted with dra- 


matic intensity the tregedy he wrought 
by killing Lee Killian when he stepped 
from the witness chair during his, cross- 
examination, in his, trial for murder 
in Judge Sale’s court, and in quick 
pantomime impersonated himself and 
his victim. 

The lithe figure of the litt!e former 
detective preserved the spirit of the 
tense drama in his flashing poses. He 
advanced three steps with his body 
held sideways. His sight arm and hand 
were thrown back toward the right hip. 

‘‘Lee Killian came at me like that,” 
was the hoarse explanation of his pose. 
Quickly he discarded the braggart front 
and resumed his own character. He 
half crouched and leaned forward, keep- 
ing his eyes fastened on the spot ha 
had indicated a moment before as the 
position of Killian. 


Thought Life in Danger. 
“I thought I saw the glitter of a pis- 


tol. I believed my life was in danger. 
I fired a shot at that hand,” said Wil- 
liams, his pale face perspiring. 

There was a long pause, in which not 
a sound came from the spectators. 

Williams continued to hold his bent 
position until a lump ,could be distinct- 
ly seen to move in his throat. Slowly 
he straightened himself until erect. He 
turned to the jury as though he was 
emerging from a trance and stiffened 
again. 

“Lee Killian’’—— the name came out 
with a long-drawn enunciation of the 
words—‘“‘Lee Killian,’’ he _ repeated, 
“turned and fell.”” Suiting the words 
to the action, Williams threw up his 
hands and swaying to one side, imi- 
tated the reeling of a stricken man. 

Almost Falls to Floor. 

So remarkable was the fidelity to a 
stage fall that Wjlliams staggered him- 
self in his effort to regain his ba'- 
ance. He turned quickly and _ step- 
ping to the water cooler, drank a glass 
of water at one gulp. 

His astonishing rehearsal of the trag- 
edy came with such unprompted sud- 
denness that it was a full minute before 
Circuit Attorney Sager could proceed 
with the cross-examination. 

Then he asked Williams how far it 
was betwéen Killian and himself when 
he fired the shot, taking the jury as 
the line of the bar. 

Williams again left the chair and, 
stepping down on the floor, stood about 
ten feet from Mr. Sager. He measured 
the distance with his eyes and said: 
“Come closer.” Mr. Sager obeyed. 
“About there,” said Williams. 

Sager Takes Part. 

“Place me in the position that Kil- 
lian stood,’’ said Sager. The Circuit 
Attorney imitating the pantomime en- 
acted by Williams, assumed the shoot- 
ing posture of pistol experts, with the 
left foot well advanced, the body bent 
backward, the left side presented with 
the pistol hand resting on the right 
hip. 

“Turn a little to the left,” said Wil- 
liams. Mr. Sager did so. ‘‘O little more,”’ 
said Williams. Mr. Sager turned so that 
Williams was enabled to see with a 
glancing sight, what might have been 
the handle of a weapon. “There, that 
is right,’’ said Williams. 

Thought He Saw Pistol. 

“I thought I saw the glitter of a pis- 
tol,”’ Williams repeated with tragic re- 
fiection, before waiting for Mr. Sager to 
proceed. “I thought my life was in dan- 
ger and I fired.”’ 

“Where was fhe pistol you thought 
you saw?” asked Mr. Sager. ‘‘Was it 
here?” (indicating the waistband of the 
trousers just to the right of the sus- 
pender buttons). 

“I couldn’t tell precisely, but 1 
thought I saw the glitter of a pistol, 
and I fired,” said Williams, keeping his 
eyes fastened upon Sager’s concealed 
hand. The Circuit Attorney did not 
press the question, but lifting Killian’s 
shining revolver from the iable he neld 
it. toward Williams as he said: 

Killian’s Revolver Shown. 

“Did this look like the glitter you 
saw ?”’ 

Williams eyes seemed to enlarge as 
they beheld the weapon advancing in his 
direction. He did not raise them to 
Sager, but fairly consumed the bright 
outlines of the large caliber revolver. 
tie did not answer the question, but re- 
peated the sentence: 

‘I thought I saw a glitter’—— Then 
he paused, his lips moved silently and 
he took his seat. 

The Circuit Attorney asked a few more 
questions and Williams left the witness 
chair. 


POSITION MEN HELD JUST 


PRIOR T0 J KILLIAN SHOOTING 


For a clear understanding of the in- 
cidents leading up to the shooting and 
the petitions of the principals them- 
selves at various times knowledge of 
the ground plan of what was formerly 
McMahon & McGrath's saloon, 72 
is necessary. 

Williams was seated in the south al- 
cove settee facing directly north. Lee 
Killian, standing near the north end of 
the bar, was telling his brother “Don” 
to assault Williams, on the occasion of 
the Killians’ first visit to the saloon, 
shortly after 7 o'clock, the evening of 
Feb. 27. 

After the Killians left the saloon 
through the Olive street entrance, Wil- 
liams left the saloon through the Eighth 
street entrance. Keturning in a few 
minutes, he met Tom McGrath at the 
south end of the bar, when McGrath 
told him about the threats. 

Writes the Note, 
Williams next was in the office, where 
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coat pocket. It was here he said that 
he removed his revolver from his hip 
pocket, took the weapon from its 
leather holster; and slipped the pistol 
into the outsfde overcoat pocket. 


James Cunningham talked with wil- J 


liams in the office. Williams said he 
was still in the office when the Killians 
returned a second tifne from the Olive 
street entrance. 

He said he overheard Lee Killian, 
standing near the north end of the bar, 
repeat his command to ‘‘Don” Killian 
about gouging out his eyes and ‘“‘Don’s”’ 
reply that he would have done it if 
Tom McGrath had not halted the pro- 
ceeding by asking that an assault be 
avoided in the place. 


All Agree on Situation. 


All accounts next agree that Williams 
Was seated on the north settee at the 
cross in the diagram, when the Killian 
party returned for the third and last 
time by the Bighth street entrance. 

The witnesses for the State placed 
Lee Killian near the north end of the 
bar, three feet from the screen. 

Witnesses for the defense placed Kil- 
lian a few feet south of the center of 
the barroom and about the middle of 
the floor space, advancing on Williams, 
who had risen from his seat and stepped 
in front of the table indicated in the 
north halt of the room. 

The assault made by McGrath on Don 
Killian took place, according to testi- 
mony on both sides, nearer the south 
end of the barroom. Testimony of wit- 
nesses for the opposing sides made the 
time of the assault by McGrath on Don 
Killian differ as related to the fatal shot 
fired by Williams at Lee Killian. This 
difference of time was from simultane- 
cus action of both assaults, according 
to the defense, to an intervai of one 
minute by which the McGrath assault 
preceeded that by Williams.

Gillespie for the State. 


Mr. Gillespie made the point that Lee 
Killian’s drunken condition precluded 
the idea that he could have made the 
hostile advance upon Williams, de- 
scribed by the defandant and other wit- 
nesses for the defense. 

Mr. Gillespie dwelt upon the test'*no- 
ny of Daniel J. McGrath that, although 
seated nearer Killian than Williams 
when the threats described in the first 
visit to the saloon were made, he failed 
to hear the vindictive words related 
by George Williams and Thomas B. 
McGrath. 

Closely related with Daniel McGrath's 
failure to hear threats was that of 
Harry Morris, the bartender, standing 
even nearer Lee Killian, who said he 
could not hear the conversation of the 
Killians. 

Passing from that part of the evidence 
Mr. Gillespie referred to Cunningham, 
Gus Evers and Dallas, the cigar counter 
tender, who testified that they had 
hidden in the private office before the 
fatal shot was fired, expecting that a 
tragedy was coming. 

Mr. Bishop’s Address. 

Cc. Orrick Bishop, for the defense, 
prefaced his argument by passing 
among the jurymen photographs and a 
diagram of the saloon. 

The circumstance of Dan McGrath 
failing to Sverhear the Killlan conversa- 
tion was dismissed with the suggestion 
that McGrath's back was turned on the 
Killians, whom he did not see while 
George Williams was facing the party 
and having a vital interest in what was 
being said, was listening to the Kil- 
lians. The speaker said there was no 
contradiction of the language used by 
the Killlans. 

Pierce Killian’s testimony that Tom 
McGrath had asked him to take his 
brothers away to avoid trouble occupied 
Mr. Bishop's attention. 

He wanted to Know why Pierce should 
have promised to keep Lee out of the 
place if he did not believe what Mc- 
Grath had said, was true. 

Mr. Bishop's explanation of the note 
written by Williams was that he did 
not plan an assassination because he 
had every reason to believe after Pierce 
Killian’s promise to take Lee home that 
the party would not return, but that 
he wrote the note, as Willams test!- 
fied, for identification if he should be 
found dead or unconscious from some 
subsequent attack by the Killians.

Settlement of Long Dispute Is Reached by 
Government Thrqugh Assistance of 
Festus J. Wade of St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, July § 13.--By an 
agreement just made public, between 
the Secretary of War, on behalf of the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, 
and representatives of the Catholic 
Church in the islands relative to the 
title to certain church properties, and 
questions involving the Spanish-Philip- 
pine Bank of Manila, was made public 
by Gen. Clarence R.. Edwards, chief of 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department, today. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. of St. Louis, who was 
authorized by Archbishop Hardy of 
Manila to represent him in the settle- 
ment, notified the War Department yes- 
terday he had attached his signature 
to the agreement making it final. 

By the terms of settlement the Roman 
Catholic Church in the Philippines, 
through the Archbishop of the Diocese 
of Manila, is to possess in absolute title 
the land and property pertaining to the 
hospital of San Jose, the hospital of San 
Juan de Dios, the College of San Jose, 
the hospital of San Jose in Cavite and 
the College of Santa Isabela. One of 
the limitations of the agreement is that 
the college of San Jose is to be given 





into the possession of the Archbishop of 
Manila for the specific purpose of its 
foundation. 

The church on the other hand relin- 
quishes to the Government of the Phil- 
ippine Islands all claims and demands 
upon the estate of Santa Potenciana 
and upon the hospital and foundation 
ih San Lazaro, except that the arch-

bishop is to retain on behalf of the 
church possession of the block in 
which the present Santa Cruz Cemetery 
is situated, and about 125 acres north 
of the hospital. 

The hospital of San Lazaro is prob- 
ably the most important of the proper- 
ties affected by the agreement. It is 
valued. at $1,000,000 and inc'udes a large 
area of unoccupied land, which will 
have high vaiue for building purposes 
with the development of the city. The 
properties awarded to the church under 
this agreement are of much historical 
interest and monetary value. 

The values of the other properties in- 
volved are as follows: 

Hospital of San Jose, $400,000; hospital 
cf San Jose in’ Cavite, $66,00); estate, 
hospital and other properties of the 
college of Santa Isabela, estinated at 
$100,000; the estate and hospita! of San 
Juan de Dios, $1,000,000. 

The settlement in regard to the bank 
was gone over very carefuliy -y Mr 
Wade, himself a practical banker, while 
the War Department enlisted the assist- 
ance of Charles A. Conant, former Coni- 
missioner on the Coinage of the Philip- 
pine Islands; Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks 
and Prof. E. W. Kemmerer.

President Rooseveit when he visits St.

Gardner Submits to League. 

When Mr. Gardner learned, or was in- 
formed, that the President would be 
the guest of the Business Mén’s League, 
which would have charge of the pro- 
gram during his visit, he readily con- 
sented to werk in harmony with the 
league, and withdraw such features 
of his program as might conflict with 
the arrangements made by the league.

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THE PURE FOOD CAMPAIGN. 

' Pure Food Commissioner Washburn, who is in 
this city for the purpose of inaugurating a vigor- 
Ous campaign against adulterated food, says that 
‘one-half of the children who die under the age of 5 
‘years during the summer months, die as a resu.t 
‘of having consumed unclean or preserved milk. 
He characterizes a dairyman who sells adulterated 
‘milk as a man who is willing to become a mur- 
derer. 

There is no better campaign—none more bene- 
ficial to the public—than that which aims. to 
‘protect it from harmful adulterations of food. 
‘The State law shoula be vigorously enforced, 

‘but the enforcement of the law against adulter- 
‘ation is turned into a farce when a man convicted 
of putting formaldehyde in milk is fined only $235, 
Which was the penalty inflicted by a St. Louis 
‘court for such a grave offense. The heaviest pen- 
‘ality should be laid on men convicted of murderous 
‘work of this kina. 

The Post-Dispatch has been conducting a cam- 
‘Paign for pure milk, especially for the children of 
‘the poor. Its pure milk and ice fund is designed 
ty save the children of the poor from death 
‘through the use of weak, unclean and adulterated 
milk. That fund is doing admirable service to 
-humanity and should be liberally supported by 
‘the people of St. Louis. 

But the work of the Pure Milk Commmission 
of this city extends beyond supplying poor fami- 
lies with pure milk. Those who can pay are 
permitted to buy the milk at less than cost, ani 
the Commission examines the milk of any dairy 
submitted to it. 

But the campaign for the general public must 
_be conducted by Federal, State and city officers. 
It must be supported by the rigorous enforcefhent 

of law. Conscienceless swindlers who are preying 

/upon the public by means of adulterated food 
‘must be driven out of business or forced to deal 

honestly.

He thinks that the city should protect 
itself against oppressive combinations of pub- 
lic utilities and be in readiness t6é supply com- 
petition when it is necessary. This is a wise 
view of municipal ownership. With our system 
of politics in which the political machine with 
the bosses at the head of it is supreme, it is 
dangerous to enter largely into municipal owner- 
ship of utilities. It would be difficult to get good 
management for the people, and easy for the 
bosses to make large business enterprises sub- 
sidiary to politics. They would use them to 
strengthen the machine. 

Much can be done, however, to eliminate the 
oppressions of abuses of public utility corpora- 
tions if the people will only vote honestly and 
intelligently. With honest men in office, with 
honest regulation, and with honest and efficient 
enforcement of laws, public utilities can be made 
to serve the people honestly and efficiently.

Until recently it was believed that 
oatmeal was one of the most whole- 
some foods. Millions of people in the 
United States ate their bow] of por- 
ridge and milk each morning and point- 
ed to the sturdy sons and daughters ef 
Scotland as living examples of the 
strength-giving qualities of oats. And 
then appeared in one of the magazines 
an article from the pen of a great Ens- 
lish physician, who asserted that oat- 
meal was not fit to be eaten, that it 
clogged a man’s “innards” like 8° 
much clay, and was the cause of many 
different sorts of diseases. 

This was followed by another arti- 
cle, written by another great doctor, 
who declared that potatoes were not fit 





to be eaten, they were too full of

' Eight hundred pounds of iron, thrown 

-@t “negro babies,’’ owned and operated 
by Gus Willer of 2724 Wyandotte street 
and Willie Gehlen of 2726 Wyandotte 
_ Btreet, brought the proprietors of the 
show and several other youngsters be- 
fore Jhdge Williams in the Juvenile 
Court Saturday. 

The fact that metal; worth $29, was 
not the property of the throwers, but 
of the Hoffman-Hogan Construction Co. 
of 2712 Wyandotte street was the ob- 
Stacle that prevented a continuance of 
the profitable business. 

The story of the young defendants 
and policemen showed that the iron was 
not literally cast at the babies, but that 
@ certain number of “throws” were al- 
lowed in return for a given amount of 
the scrap. 

Tells the System. 

Ira Clark, 9 years old, of: 4421 South 
Broadway, told Judge Williams of the 
System under which the show was con- 
@ucted. Boys and girls stole the iron 
from the construction company and took 
it fo Gehlen and Willer. One throw at 
the babies was given for each five 
pounds of the booty. 

When the police arrested Gehlen and 
Willer, 860 pounds of the iron had been 
accumulated in Gehlen’s shed. It was 
Fecovered, the boys not having suc- 
ceeded in finding a purchaser. 

The show was five weeks old when 
the raid was made. 

Clark said he had exchanged a piece 
of chain for a throw at the babies, but

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Overturned Car Poised for Moment and Little

The momentary poising of an over- 
turned box car on wreckage prevented 
Edwin Kronsbein, 65-year-old son of 
charles Kronsbein of 1210 North Six- 
teenth street, St. Louis, from being 
crushed to death at Piasa Chautauqua.
